Winter storm looms early 
Tuesday for Charlotte, 
Carolinas 


Meteorologists said confi¬ 
dence is growing that one and 
p o s sibly two rounds a f winter 
weather are headed for the 
Charlotte region tins week. 

Accumulating snow could 
begin late today or early to¬ 
morrow, they say, possibly 
followed by a mix of snow,, 
freezing ram and rain 
Wednesday. 

Much of the Carolinas will 
he affected by the storm, say 
forecasters 

Winter storm watches al¬ 
ready are posted across parts 
of Arkansas, Mississippi, Al¬ 
abama and Georgia, and the 
Charlotte area The watches 
include the Atlanta area, 
where snowfall two weeks 
ago caused chaos on the 
city's roadways 

Forecasters say the storm 
that would bring snow Tues¬ 
day is just reaching the Pa¬ 
cific Northwest, so it is too 
early to get a good gauge on 
how much snow will fall But 
in a morning brsefing, Na¬ 
tional Weather Service mete¬ 
orologist Andrew Kimb all 
said that based on current 


computer models, 2 to 4 
inches would appear likely 
for the Charlotte region 

The Weather Service's 
current outlook calls for 2 1 
inches in Charlotte 

Parts of the Carolinas and 
Georgia will be at nsk of an 
ice storm, say forecasters. 
Computer models indicate a 
layer of above-freezing air 
will work into the middle lev¬ 
els of the atmosphere at times 
during the storm That could 
cause die snow Id melt into 
rain but freeze when it 
reaches the surface, where 
temperatures would be b elow 
freezing. 

Charlotte-are a residents 
might find all dns hard to be¬ 
lieve it, as forecasters expect 
high temperatures near 60 de¬ 
grees. 

But an arctic high pressure 
system is forecast to bulge 
southward from the Great 
Plains and Great Lakes late 
Sunday night That will send 
cold air into the Southeast, 
and the cold air is expected to 
intensify during the day 
Tuesday.

ORANJESTAD - Recently, 
Aruba Trade and industry As¬ 
sociation - ATIA - together 
wilt die Aruba Rehabilitation 
and Youth Protection Founda¬ 
tion, organized a multi discipli¬ 
nary dialogue. During the 
dialogue, public and private 
sectors interchanged opinions 
and information on the Ap¬ 
prenticeship Program initiated 
by the Rehabilitation Service. 
The objective is to help the 
youth who have been or are at 
risk of falling in the hands of 
the penal system to get socially 
involved in the labor market 
and with the community in 
general 

For ATIA and commerce m 
general, employment of “risk 
youth” - youngsters who are 
not going to school (drop outs 
I expelled) or youngsters who 
have already had runs in with 
the justice system - is a far- 
reaching, multi factorial and 
complicated problem Most of 
the time, these youngster do 
not have enough work experi¬ 
ence nor the necessary qualifi¬ 
cations to do a job. But 
according to ATIA a job pro¬ 
vides salary, tempo, structure 
and self-esteem. According to 
various studies, having a job 
and keeping a job has a pre¬ 
ventive effect A youngster 
with an education or who 
works, is less likely to fall back 
into the criminal circle 

For ATIA Hi - prevention of 
crime is imperative. "Hie asso¬ 
ciation encourages companies, 
as p ait of their LL Corp orate .So¬ 
cial Responsibility”, to opt for 
helping these youngsters get 


socially active in our labor 
market. Just giving these 
youngsters a job, however, 
does not come automatically, 
the government's cooperation 
is also very unp o it ant. Td get 
these youngsters socially ac¬ 
tive again requires complete 
focus of various offices and 
disciplinary professionals. 

This is what the proposed 
Apprenticeship is about 
The program offers youth 
the opportunity tD follow a 
study and internship at a com¬ 
pany for a period of IQ 
months They will also get pro¬ 
fessional supervision and the 
necessary rehabilitation guid¬ 
ance, thus giving them the 
chance to become a viable 
prospect in file labor market. 

The apprenticeship pro¬ 
gram, which is an initiative of 
the Minister of Justice, has the 
support of all ministries in¬ 
volved; the Ministers of Labor 
and Education are said to stand 
firm l ehind tins pro gram 
ATIA representing the 
commerce, together with the 
Chamber of Commerce sup- 
p ort the pro gram 

The apprenticeship offers 
various advantages for a com¬ 
pany: 

a) The youngster will 
work for ID months for a coin- 
p any b ased on a training agree¬ 
ment. This enables the em¬ 
ployer to know the youngster 
for 10 long months and take 
the necessary time to help ed¬ 
ucate him without being tied 
by an employment contract. 

b) The youngster can 
follow a specific study and 


mg die employer the opportu¬ 
nity to teach the youngster the 
requirements for that specific 
job After ID months the em¬ 
ployer has the option to offer 
th e y o ungster a p erm anent j ob, 
a wm-wm situation.

Aruba honors its loyal visitors 
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US government to expand 
recognition of gay marriage 


Hundreds evacuated from Syria's 
Homs on eve of talks 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US At¬ 
torney General Erie Holder 
will expand government 
recognition of same-sex mar¬ 
riages in all federal courtrooms 
and prisons today, and ensure 
they receive the same benefits 
as heterosexual ones. 

Tire move, winch Holder 
announced Saturday at a gay 
rights dinner gala in New York, 
marks a major gam for advo¬ 
cates of same-sex couples after 
die Supreme Court issued two 
rulings expanding gay mar¬ 
riage lights last year. 

Under the new policy, 
same-sex couples will enjoy 
the privileges even in states 
that do not recognize their 
marriages, so long as they 
legally wed m another state. 

Among the key h enefits the 
Justice Department will now 
ensure are extended to same- 
sex couples are the compensa¬ 
tion fond for the September 11, 
CDO 1 attacks, as well as death 


and educational benefits for 
the surviving spouses of police 
officers and firefighters injured 
or killed in the line of duty. 

"In every courthouse, in 
every proceeding, and in every 
place where a member of the 
Department of Justice stands 
on behalf of the Umted States, 
they will strive to ensure that 
same-sex marriages receive the 
same privileges, protections 
and rights as opposite-sex mar- 
rrages under federal law," 
Holder sand. 

Same-sex couples would 
also be held to tire same legal 
standard as their heterosexual 
counterparts on matters such as 
how debts are handled in fed¬ 
eral bankruptcy proceedings 
and visitation policies at fed¬ 
eral prisons, as well as com¬ 
passionate release or sentence 
reductions in certain cases of 
crisis involving their spouse. 

Advocates of gay rights im¬ 
mediately hailed the decision 


DAMASCUS (AFP) - Aid 
teams evacuated hundreds of 
exhausted civilians from be¬ 
sieged Homs city yesterday, as 
Syria's regime and rebels again 
accused each other of violating 
a truce ahead of new peace 
talks. 

Hie evacuation of 4 20 of 
the 3,DOG trapped people, who 
had been reduced to living off 
little more than olives and 
herbs after more than 600 days 
under siege, came as represen¬ 
tatives from both sides con¬ 
verged on Geneva. 

Damascus 1 delegation and 
members of the apposition 
began arriving far a second 
round of the so-called Geneva 
II talks scheduled to begin 
today. 

Yesterday's evacuation 
from Homs was the second in 
three days after a UN-brokered 
truce for besieged districts of 
Syria's third city began on Fri¬ 
day.

The civilians were aided by

“We had nothing All the 
children were sick, we even 
had nothing to drink," said one 
exhausted woman, her three 
children standing round her 
State television said the op¬ 
eration took place under fire 
from "armed terrorist groups" 
-- regime terminology for 
rebels 

But the Britain-based Ob¬ 
servatory echoed claims by ac¬ 
tivists that at least five people 
were killed in shelling that tar¬ 
geted the besieged district of 
Qarabis.

Venezuelan president wants to 
talk to Toyota exec 


CARACAS (AFP) - President 
Nicolas Maduro said on th 
eweekendhe wants to speak to 
Totoya's top official for Latin 
America after the carmaker 
said it would stop production 
here. 

Toyota said Friday it would 
soon halt production at its only 
assembly plant in Venezuela 
because the world's largest au¬ 
tomaker lacks bal'd currency t.o 
import parts due to govern¬ 
ment controls. 

The temporary shutdown of 
the Japanese car maker's oper¬ 
ations in the western erty of 
Cumana is due to begin Febru¬ 
ary 13 and last at least six 
weeks 

"I have already directed In¬ 
dustry Minister (Wilmer Barri¬ 
entos) to call in the head of 
Toyota for Latin America, or 
have somebody come from 
Japan," Maduro said in an ad¬ 
dress on state television. 

Hie plant produced nearly 


9,500 vehicles m 2D13. 

Companies such as Toyota 
must go through a complex bu¬ 
reaucratic process to obtain 
dollars 

Venezuela is only providing 
dollars at the official rate of 6.3 
bolivars to the dollar tD im¬ 
porters of designated priority 
goods such as food and med¬ 
ical supplies. 

Others who need dollars to 
pay overseas bills have to buy 
them at a higher rate at govern¬ 
ment-run auctions Many com¬ 
panies have complained 
Caracas is not providing them 
with enough hard currency. 

The currency controls have 
led to shortages of a wide 
range of basic necessities, and 
fueled an inflation rate that 
reached 56 2 percent last year.

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Vigilantes enter Mexican 
drug cartel's key bastion 

MORELIA (AFP) - Vigilante militias that have fought a 
drug cartel in western Mexico for a year entered a key 
gang bastion on Saturday, manning checkpoints and 
helping federal forces find criminals. The civilian self-de¬ 
fense forces had their eye on Apatzingan for months, 
saying it was the "crown jewel" of the Knights Templar 
gang and a vital trade hub for the region's lime and avo¬ 
cado farmers. Vigilante leader EStanislao Beltran said 
that hundreds of his colleagues manned checkpoints 
outside the Michoacan state city of 120,000 to "check 
who goes in and out." Heavily armed men were seen 
building walls of sandbags outside A patzlngan, the main 
city in Michoacan's Tierra Cailente (Hot Land), a lush 
agricultural region. Another 150 vigilantes were deployed 
with police and military patrols inside Apatzingan to 
search "all the homes" of suspected gang members.

TOKYO (AFP) - The heaviest snow in decades in Tokyo 
and other areas of Japan has left at least 11 dead and 
more than 1,200 injured across the country, reports said 
Sunday. As much as 27 centimetres (1G.6 inches) of 
snow was recorded in Tokyo by late Saturday, the heav¬ 
iest fall in the capital for 45 years, according to meteo¬ 
rologists. The storm hit Tokyo on the eve of its 
gubernatorial election. Observers say the weather may 
affect voter turnout in the city of 13 million people. More 
than 20,000 households were without electricity early 
Sunday while airlines cancelled morethan 400 domestic 
flights a day after over 740 flights were grounded. 
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California leaders wanf smartphone 'kill switch' 

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - Californian leaders want to make it compulsory for smart¬ 
phones or tablets sold in the state to have built-in "kill switches” to counter the rock¬ 
eting number of thefts of the devices. State senator Mark Leno and other elected 
officials on Friday unveiled legislation requiring that new smartphones or tablets have 
technology that could be used to remotely render them us el ess: 11 With robberies of 
smartphones reaching an all-time high, California cannot continue to stand by when a 
solution to the problem is readily available," said Leno, a Democrat rep resenting San 
Francisco. Backers called the bill the first of its kind in the U nited States; opponents 
fear it may allow hackers to shut down people's devices. The legislation would leave 
service providers or manufacturers, including iPhone maker Apple, facing fines if 
smartphones or tablets sold in California beginning next year don't include mecha¬ 
nisms to instantly disable them. The bill will be introduced within a few months, ac¬ 
cording to Leno. Morethan half of robberies in San Francisco involve mobile devices, 
and that share is three-quarters across the bay in the city of Oakland, according to 
Leno's office.

Why ? Be cm se in America, 
there is no definition of "nat¬ 
ural." 

Tins gray area has led con¬ 
sumer advocates to threaten 
lawsuit after lawsuit against 
big food giants, alleging that 
their claims are misleading and 
illegal. 

Some lawsuits have been 
merely threatened by CSPI, 
and eventually settled out of 
court after the company agreed 
to change labeling 

Others have been filed by 
private parties seeking class 
action payouts 

The latest involves Kraft 
Foods, maker of Crystal Light 
powdered drink mixes which 
contain artificial sweeteners 
and colors, a texturizer called 
malto dextrin and a synthetic 
preservative called butylated 
hydro xyani sole. 


Kraft o f its intent to sue if the 
word "natural" continues to ap¬ 
pear on products like Natural 
Lemonade and Natural Lemon 
Iced Tea. 

Gardner said talks with the 
company are ongoing, but 
given Ins experience — he first 
sued Kraft over similar claims 
on its Capri Sim drunks m T007 
— he expects Kraft to counter 
that the word "natural" relates 
to the flavor 

" I am not aware of a lemon¬ 
ade flavor I am aware of 
lemon," Gardner said.

Asked for comment, a Kraft 
spokeswoman told AFP that a

Foods that claim to be "nat¬ 
ural" but dearly are not can 
slip past, authorities because 
the main US regulatory 
agency, the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration, has not formally 
defined "natural." 

However, the regulator has 
sent, several warning letters to 
companies in the past, FDA 
spokeswoman Theresa Eisen- 
man told AFP in an email 

"Although the FDA has not 
established a formal definition 
for the term 'natural,' we do 
have a longstanding policy 
concerning the use of 'natural' 
in food labeling," she said 

The FDA has left Crystal 
Light alone, and consumer 
groups complain that regula¬ 
tors are not aggressive enough 
leaving plenty of room for cor¬ 
porations to exploit well- 
meaning shoppers who appeal' 
to be susceptible to packaging 
claims 

Acco} 'ding to the m a) J ket re¬ 
search firm Nielsen, "natural" 
products produce over $22 bi l¬ 
lion in annual sales. 

A full 77 percent of US 
consumers polled said they be¬ 
lieve “natural" claims at least 
some of tlie time, and nine per¬ 
cent said they always do. 

Some companies have qui¬ 
etly dropped "natural" fiom 
their packages, including 
Naked Juice and Fnto Lay 
chips, as the food industry 
faces thorny legal questions 
over genetically modified in¬ 
gredients and common addi¬ 
tives like corn syrup.

At a media conference on 
Thursday, the 37-year-old was 
sullen and uncomfortable, 
mumbling a short thank-you to 
people m the Marshalls before 
departing die venue clutching 
two men for support. 

Frank!yn House, a retired 
American doctor working with 
the California-based Canvas- 
back Missions group in the 
Marshall Islands, has observed 
and spoken with Alvarenga 
several tunes since his arrival, 
although he is not the attending 


physician 

Fluent in Spanish, House 
said he believes Alvarenga is 
suffering post-traumatic stress 
syndrome because of the 
change in Ins demeanour from 
Monday when he was engaged 
with doctors to being with¬ 
drawn on Thursday 

"The first couple of days he 
was in the hospital, he was en¬ 
gaged and normal, 11 House told 
AFP "Thursday he showed 
signs of post-traumatic stress."

Allen also addressed reports that Ronan Farrow may be 
Frank Sinatra's son, not his. Allen said he raised the mat¬

Pope Benedict a year on: 
quiet life after making history 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - 
Those who have seen Benedict 
XVI since he retired agree: the 
former pontiff appears to have 
got a weight offhis mind, leav¬ 
ing die complexities of Vatican 
politics behind for a simple life 
of prayer and piano. 

One year on from the resig¬ 
nation announcement on Feb¬ 
ruary 11, the German pontiff 
who held the reins of the 
Church during an eight year, 
scandal-hit papacy appears to 
have been largely forgotten by 
the public. 

Having a pope and a "pope 
emeritus" at the Vatican at the 
same time had sparked fears of 
confusion far the faLthful, but 
Benedict has kept, out of the 
limelight 

Before stepping down from 
St Peter's Chair on February 23, 
he promised to live "hidden 
from die world", dedicating 
himself to a life af quiet prayer 
and swearing allegiance to who¬ 
ever Ins successor would be. 

The first images of him 
meeting new pope Francis 
shocked the Catholic world. 



standing next to the energetic 
Argentine, the ex pontiff ap¬ 
peared suddenly to have aged 
10 years, as if the weariness he 
felt during Ins papacy had fi¬ 
nally caught up with him. 

In May. he moved into a for¬ 
mer monastery in the grounds 
of the Vatican -- which cams 
with its own vegetable garden 
and a splendid view of Rome - 
- along with his personal sec¬ 
retary Georg Gaenswein and 
Ins housekeepers. 

He is believed to have ven¬ 
tured out only twice once for 


a return tup to Castel Gandolfo 
and once to visit his brother 
Georg when he was hospi¬ 
talised in Rome 

People who have spent time 
with him say he likes to listen 
to music and play the piano, 
and German cardinal Gerhard 
Ludwig Mueller has said he 
thinks the pope emeritus may 
be wilting Ins autobiography. 

His life is not shrouded in 
solitude: Benedict's 90-year- 
old brother has stayed with 
him for an extended period and 
dose fin ends are known to 
have dropped by to see him, 
along with prelates and theolo¬ 
gians eager to debate with a 
man renowned for his fierce 
intellect. 

His relationship with Fran¬ 
cis "is good, even if he does 
not necessarily agree with all 
Ins initiatives," a cardinal told 
AFP on condition of 
anonymity.

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2013 sixth-hottest year, confirms 
long-term warming: UN 


GENEVA (AFP) - Last year 
tied for the sixth-hottest an 
record, confirming that Earth's 
chin ate system is in the grip of 
wanning that will affect gener¬ 
ations to come, the UN's 
weather agency said 

Last year equalled 2007 as 
the sixth-warmest year since 
r eh abl e re cords began in I £ 5 0,, 
with a global land and ocean 
surface temperature that was 
0 5 degrees Celsius (0 9 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit) above the 
1961-1990 average, the WMQ 
sad in a statement. 


Thirteen of the 14 warmest 
yea's on record have occurred 
m the 21st century, World Me¬ 
teorological Organization 
(WMO) chief Michel Jarraud 
told AFP 

The hottest were GO05 and 
2010, whieh bo th saw temper- 
atures about 0 55 C (1 F) 
above the long-term average. 

Jarraud acknowledged in a 
statement that "the rate of 
warming is not uniform" in 
ever/ country 

Last year, for instance, was 
the hottest year on record in 


Australia, while the United 
States measured record highs 
in20l2. 

But, Jarraud said, "the un¬ 
derlying trend is undeniable" 

‘ G1 ob al warming i s o ccur- 
nng. There is absolutely zero 
doubt But more important it 
is due to human activities," he 
told AFP, pointing to record 
levels of heat-trapping green¬ 
house gases like carbon diox¬ 
ide in the atmosphere. 

“Our action, or inaction, to 
curb emissions of carbon diox¬ 
ide and other heat-trapping 
gases will shape the state of 
our planet for our children, 
grandchildren and great-grand¬ 
children," he said. 

El Nino weather patterns, 
which warm surface tempera¬ 
tures, and then cooling La 
Nina counterparts are major 
drivers o f natur al van ah llity m 
the climate. 

But the WMO noted that 
neither condition occurred in 
2D 13, which was warmer than 
both 2011 and 2012, which 
were coaled by La Nina. 

El Nino occurs every two to 
seven years and last ended in 
May 2010, while the last La 
Nina faded away in April 
2012 . 

N eith er l s c ause d by dim ate 
change, but scientists say ris¬ 
ing ocean temperatures caused 
by global warming may affect 
their intensity and frequency. 

“ More than 90 percent of the 
excess heat being caused by 
human activities is being ab¬ 
sorbed by the ocean," the 
WMO said. 

The agency released the 
temperature data in advance of 
its Statement on the Status of 
the Climate in 2013, which 


will be published m March. 

In November, the WMO re¬ 
ported that sea levels readied 
a record high in 2013, making 
low-lying coastal,regions more 
vulnerable to extreme weather. 

Arctic sea ice shrank to its 
sixth-smallest summer area, al¬ 
beit recovering slightly from 
she unprecedented melt of 
3012, the agency reported 
Researchers have long 
warned that the chances are 
swiftly diminishing of limiting 
the global temperature use 
over the next century to 2 C 
(3.6 F) over pre-industrial lev¬ 
els, defined as before 1750 
But tliere is little agreement 
globally on how to sIdw emis¬ 
sions of the greenhouse gases 
widely blamed for much of the 
temperature increase 
The Intergovernmental 
Panel on Climate Change 
(1PCCX the UN's Nob el-win¬ 
ning group of scientists, says 
in die draft of an upcoming re¬ 
port tli at global emissions of 
greenhouse gases surged by an 
average 2.2 percent per year 
between 2000 and 2010.

France fines Google $200,000 for

PARIS - A notice posted on Google's French portal noti¬ 
fies users that the company has been fined because of 
privacy 'breaches' on services such as Gmail, Google* 
and YouTube. Google is fighting the fine, but did agree 
to postthenoteon its site for two days. France's privacy 
watchdog CNIL says it has enforced the fine because of 
"breaches" by Google. It is angry at Google for combin¬ 
ing data collected on users across services such as 
Gmail, Google* and YouTube. It is the second blow for 
Google in France during the past week. French authori¬ 
ties have also hit Google with a more than 51 billion tax 
fine following an investigation into the online giant's ac¬ 
counts.Google is challenging the latest fine, but has 
complied with the order to display the punishment.

Two studi e s sai d the gen eti c 
triggers for the mental illness 
that affects about one in 1 DO 
people were far more complex 
than previously thought. 

Gathering data from nearly 
7,000 people m Bulgaria and 
Sweden, two teams of scien¬ 
tists said genes implicated in 
schizophrenia worked in clus¬ 
ters to disrupt specific pro¬ 
teins. 

They tend to be pail of gene 
networks that govern sig¬ 
nalling between brain cells, or 
deal with learning and mem¬ 
ory, the researchers said 

Hie "finding is sobering but 
also revealing: it suggests that 
many genes underlie risk for 
schizophrenia and so any two 
patients are unlikely to share 
tire same pic file of risk genes,' 1 
said Shaun Purcell of the 
Broad Institute in Massachu¬ 
setts. 

One of the studies compared 
the genetic sequences of 2,500 
schizophrenia patients in Swe¬ 
den with the same number of 
healthy individuals, looking for 
sites an d p atterns o f mutations. 
The other compared the gene 
sequences of more than 600 
sufferers and (heir pscents m 

"Both studies yielded further 
evidence that the disorder 
arises from the combined ef¬ 


fects of many genes -- a condi¬ 
tion known as 'poly gem city'," 
said a Broad Institute state¬ 
ment

superstar whose legacy has 
been tainted by drugs. 

The other lawsuit was filed 
last year and accused major 
league officials of being on a 
“witch hunt" against Ro¬ 
driguez. 

Rodriguez was banned over 
evidence collected m the Bio¬ 
genesis clinic doping scandal 
that was uncovered last year 
and led to the biggest doping 
scandal m baseball history, 
which saw 12 other players 
admit guilt and take lesser 
bans. 

Major League Baseball im¬ 
posed a harsher penalty against 
Rodriguez because he took 
measures to impede the inves¬ 
tigation into the scandal and 
Horowitz upheld it on appeal, 
saying there was dear and 
convincing eveidence of dop¬ 
ing and trying to obstruct the 
probe.

ROZA KHUTOR (AFP) - The 
world's best ski jumpers take 
to the skies for gold in Sochi 
with women set to make his¬ 
tory in their first ever Olympic 
appearance and Austria facing 
pressure in the men's events 

Training at the brand new 
Russki Gorki jumping centre 
in the lulls above Sochi were 
the women's competition stalls 
on Tuesday. 

Established stars and up- 
and-coming legends will try to 
write their names into die his¬ 
tory book of their sport, whi ch 
lias been included m the pro¬ 
gramme of all of the Olympics 
since the very first Winter 
Gaines took place at Cha¬ 
monix, France in 1924 

The International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) installed the 
women's event to the pro¬ 
gramme for the 2014 Olympic 
Games after growing pressure 
from female ski-jumpers for 
inclusion into the Games, end¬ 
ing ski jumping's status as one 
of few men-only disciplines 

Japanese ski jumping super- 
star Sara Takanashi, who is 
considered to be a red-hot 
favourite of the Games, con¬ 


firmed her star status by mak¬ 
ing it two wins from two 
World Cup events in the Aus¬ 
trian resort of Hinzenbach m 
the run-up to the Games. 

With tins win die 17-year- 
old, who also won her fourth 
successive world junior tide 
earlier this month has further 
strengthened her tag as 
favourite heading into the 
Winter Olympics 
Japan failed to win any gold 
medals at the Vancouver 
Olympics so country's expec¬ 
tations are focused on die higli- 
s cho ol stu dent Takan ashi 
She said it would be die 
third time that she has com¬ 


mit shing second and third m 
two competiti ons in 2 D12. 

Since its Winter Olympics 
debut 111 1904, ski jumping 
(men) has been dominated by 
three countries: Finland, Nor¬ 
way and Austria. 

Those three countries have 
won 74 total medals since 
Meanwhile, the rest of the 
world has won just 49. 

Norway leads the score with 
29 medals They are followed 
by Austria with 23 medals so 
far, while Finland is m third 
with 22 medals. However Fin¬ 
land holds the advantage on 
golds, winning ID so far. 
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
